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Industry’s Stocks on Business Unit Basis 





Continued Increase in Industry’s Stocks in Fourth Quarter of 1960 


FOLLOWING publication of the results of the 1959 Census of 
Production, which for the first time provided information for manu- 
facturing industry on a business unit — as distinct from an establish- 
ment — basis, it has become possible to revise the statistics previously 
published in this series for manufacturers’ stocks on to the new basis. 
In consequence of these revisions to the figures for manufacturers’ 
stocks, it has also been necessary to revise those for wholesalers’ 
stocks. The figures for the fourth quarter of 1960, which appear in 
the tables below, are the first to be published in this revised form, 
in this quarterly series, and all previous figures have been similarly 
revised to provide a comparable run of figures as far back as possible. 
The method of making the revisions and some description of their 
meaning is provided in greater detail, with separate explanations 
for the manufacturing and for the distributive industries, later in 
this article. 


Provisional estimates of the volume (at 1954 prices) of stocks held 
by manufacturers and distributors show an increase of £170 million 
(24 per cent.) during the fourth quarter of 1960 after allowing for 
seasonal factors. The increase, which is the largest in the present 
series, brings the total increase in the volume of industry’s stocks 
during 1960 to £556 million, an increase of 9 per cent. on total 
stocks at the beginning of the year. This increase is far greater than 
the increases in the two previous years and more than twice as great 
as the increase during 1957. 


Manufacturers’ stocks 


Provisional estimates for the fourth quarter of 1960 show that 
the total volume of manufacturers’ stocks and work in progress 
(at 1954 prices) rose, after adjustment for seasonal factors, by £148 
million, or by approximately 3 per cent., the fourth successive 
quarterly increase in stocks during 1960 and the largest seasonally 
adjusted increase in any quarter for which figures are available in 
this series. The physical increase in stocks at 1954 prices for the whole 
year 1960, at £457 million, was also substantially larger than in 
any recent year. 

Detailed figures for individual sectors of industry, which are now 
published (see Table 2) for six groups — instead of for four as previously, 
will, as usual, not be available for the fourth quarter of 1960 or for 
the whole year 1960 until the final article — due to appear in the 


Board of Trade Journal of April 21. The provisional figures reveal, 
however, that the fourth quarter volume increase in stocks, at 1954 
prices, was primarily due to a marked rise in the stocks of the 
engineering (including the motor vehicle) and the chemicals groups 
of industries. ‘There was a fall in the volume of stocks (at 1954 prices) 
held by the textiles and clothing group of industries. 


After allowance for seasonal factors about 43 per cent. of the 
volume increase in stocks (at 1954 prices), in the fourth quarter of 
1960, was attributable to stocks of finished goods and more than 
40 per cent. to the increase in work in progress. The increase in 
stocks of materials and fuel was however lower in the fourth quarter of 
1960, both before and after seasonal adjustment, than it had been 
in any of the previous three quarters of 1960. 


Over the whole of the year 1960 the volume increase in stocks 
(at 1954 prices) was one of £457 million, or 10 per cent. of the level 
of stocks at the end of 1959. This compares with an increase of 
£56 million, on the same basis, for the year 1959 (an increase of 
only just over 1 per cent. on the end 1958 level of stocks). The 
largest previous increase was in 1951 — for which precisely com- 
parable (business unit) figures are not available. 


Wholesalers’ stocks 


It is provisionally estimated that the volume (at 1954 prices) of 
wholesalers’ stocks rose, after allowing for seasonal factors, by £27 
million in the fourth quarter of 1960, an increase of 3 per cent. during 
the quarter. This increase is only slightly smaller than that in the 
third quarter of the year, suggesting that there may be a levelling 
off in the rate of increase in wholesalers’ stocks. : 


The increase in the volume (at 1954 prices) of wholesalers’ stocks 
between the beginning and end of 1960 is provisionally estimated 
to have been £65 million compared with a fall of £6 million is 1959. 
The increase was divided almost equally between wholesale distri- 
butors (Minimum List Heading 810 in the Standard Industrial 
Classification) and dealers in industrial materials and machinery 
(Minimum List Heading 832). Stocks held by Wholesale and Retail 
dealers in coal, builders’ materials and agricultural supplies (Minimum 
List Heading 831) showed a very slight fall (£1 million) over the year.

Retailers’ stocks 

The volume of retailers’ stocks showed a further fall in the fourth 
quarter of 1960. Allowing for seasonal factors the fall was much 
lower than in the third quarter of the year. Over the year as a whole, 
the volume of stocks rose by £34 million, £10 million less than the 
rise during 1959. Details of the changes during the fourth quarter 


are given in the Board of Trade Journal of February 17, 1961, 
page 402. 


Revision of manufacturers’ stocks figures. 


The results of the 1959 Census of Production (published on 
December 2, 1960, in the Board of Trade Journal) have been used 
as a basis for revising the quarterly figures for manufacturers’ stocks 
previously published in this series. This revision is more radical 
than those made necessary by the publication of census results in 
previous years — due to a change in the basis of the census figures. 
In all previous censuses of production the basic statistical unit for 
which information was collected was the establishment, usually 
corresponding with the individual factory or workshop. For 1959, 
the figures returned in the census related to the whole of the business — 
a company or a group of companies, but excluding any subsidiary 
companies mainly operating overseas. Where, however, a firm was 
engaged in a number of quite different activities, separate returns 
for each main activity or division were required. 

This broader unit — the business unit ~ is a more satisfactory one 
for collecting information about stocks because it ensures that the 
figures are complete and nothing is left out. The census figutes for 
1959 include, for example, stocks held abroad (other than those 
held by subsidiary companies mainly operating overseas) and stocks 
held by manufacturers’ separate selling organizations which were 
omitted from all the earlier censuses ard may not have been covered 
by other inquiries. 

The same statistical reporting unit is also used, as far as possible, 
in the quarterly inquiry and this means that the census of production 
now provides a better statistical framework and bench mark for 
this inquiry and will enable the sampling methods used in this 
inquiry to be improved. 

In view of the above changes in the coverage of the census of 
production, and the need to keep the figures published in this 
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quarterly series on the same basis as the census of production, the 
figures previously published have been substantially revised — and 
all of them are now on a business unit basis. So far as the totals for 
all manufacturing industry are concerned all the revised figures are 
larger than those previously published. The method of revising 
these quarterly figures on to a business unit basis can be described 
as follows. 

In the first place the end-1959 (book value) stock levels, previously 
used in the quarterly sample series, have been replaced by the end-1959 
stock levels revealed by the results of the 1959 Census of Production. 
The revised (business unit) figures resulting from this change are now 
published for six, instead of four industry groups as previously, 
separate information now being provided for the ‘chemicals and 
allied’ industries (Order IV of the Standard Industrial Classification) 
and for ‘metal manufactures’ (Order V of the Standard Industrial 
Classification). In altering the quarterly sample figures in this way 
they are not merely converted on to a business unit basis, from an 
establishment one, but are simultaneously corrected for any sampling 
errors. Because of the element both of error and of conversion to a 
business unit basis, in the change, it is not possible to assess precisely 
how much is due, in the end-1959 levels, to the one or the other 
cause, since no establishment based figures for the end of 1959 are 
available in the census results. 


Secondly, and in order to make the change in stocks (at book 
values) over the year 1959, in the quarterly sample series, agree with 
the change in stocks revealed by the results of the census of production 
for 1959, it has been necessary to replace the end-1958 stock levels 
previously used in this series by the ‘beginning of 1959’ levels 
disclosed in the 1959 census results. 

There is no direct census information enabling the manufacturers 
stock figures, prior to the end of 1958, to be converted on to a business 
unit basis, but to leave these figures as they were, originally, un- 
revised and on an establishment basis, would seriously upset the 
usefulness of the currently published series — by rendering the 
figures prior to 1959 incomparable with those for later periods. It 
has, therefore, been assumed that the level of stocks held by 
‘businesses’ during 1956, 1957 and 1958 will have shown the same 
percentage change, end-year to end-year, by three assets within six 
industry groups as shown by ‘establishments’ in the previous

quarterly sample. Accordingly the end-1958 change made to each 
industry/asset group (to alter it to the beginning 1959 census level) 
has been applied to the end-1957, end-1956 and end-1955 figures 
for each of these groups. It is fully appreciated that the assumptions 
involved in making the revisions in this way — and applying them 
to the end-1955, end-1956 and end-1957 levels, as well as to the 
end-1958 levels, are rough and ready ones, but they are the best 
assumptions that can, in practice, be made. It is thought better to 
make the revisions by approximate methods of this kind rather than 
to leave the previous figures unrevised altogether. These estimates 
have, however, been taken back only to the end of 1955. 


The difference between the old end-1958 levels, previously used 
in this series, and the new ‘beginning 1959’ levels revealed by the 
results of the 1959 Census of Production, provide the best possible 
available measure of the changeover from an establishment to a 
business unit basis. In the case of stocks of materials and fuel held 
by all manufacturing industries, the increase involved in altering the 
figures on to a business unit basis amounts to just over 4 per cent. In 
the case of work in progress, the upward revision, on conversion to a 
business unit basis, was almost 9 per cent. The more substantial in- 
crease in the case of this asset is partly due to the fact that businesses re- 
gard as work in progress many stocks, which, from an establishment 
point of view, would previously have been regarded as either 
materials or finished goods. This sort of revision was particularly 
marked in the ‘chemical and allied’ group of industries and in the 
field of ‘metal manufacture’, where to the whole business many 
semi-manufactures are in the process of being converted to a higher 
state of manufacture, even though, to the establishment where any 
one stage of production is completed, they may be regarded either 
as materials or as finished products. In the case of finished goods the 





change to a business unit basis at the end of 1958 raised the figures for 
all manufacturing industry by more than 17 per cent. This large 
increase is partly explained by the fact that a substantial additional 
range of stocks is owned by businesses but not associated with any 
one manufacturing establishment. As previously explained these 
additional stocks may take the form of, for example, certain stocks 
held abroad and products, mainly of their own production, held by 
manufacturing concerns for marketing by a selling department or 
subsidiary. ‘Metal manufacture’ is exceptional in showing a smaller 
holding of finished goods, on a business unit basis than on an 
establishment one, due, as explained above, to the way in which 
stocks of certain semi-manufactures are regarded as work in progress 
by business which process them further (without in this case any 
compensating increase in stocks held by selling organizations). 

For the grand total of <ll stocks and work in progress for the whole 
of manufacturing industry, the alteration of the figures on to a 
business unit basis resulted in an increase of about 9 per cent. for 
the end of 1958. 


The quarterly changes in the book value of stocks in each year 
have been adjusted proportionately, to embody any alteration in 
annual changes flowing from the revised end-year levels produced 
by the business unit revision described above. The (1954 price) 
volume end-year levels have also been adjusted, pro rata with the 
book value figures, by three assets within six industry groups, and 
the consequential changes by quarters have been revised pro- 
portionately on the same principle as have the book value figures. 
The seasonally adjusted quarterly figures have also all been 
recalculated, by three assets within six industry groups, to produce 


a series.

Finally, the revised (census) end-1959 book value stock levels 
have been used as a basis for recalculating all the figures for each of 
the quarters for 1960; the opportunity of this revision has been taken 
to make certain improvements, including two affecting the method 
of calculating stock appreciation in the oil refining and engineering 
sectors. In the former improved price indices are now used, while 
in the latter, changes in labour costs, which affect the calculation 
of stock appreciation in work in progress, are now estimated on the 
basis of hourly wage rates data in place of the average weekly 
earnings data previously used. Neither of these revisions has had 
a major effect on the industry series involved. 


Adequacy of the quarterly sample of manufacturing companies 


The increase in the total level of stocks and work in progress 
between the beginning and the end of 1959, as shown by the results 
of the census of production for 1959, was 2-8 per cent. This compares 
with an increase of 2-3 per cent. shown by the quarterly sample, 
emphasizing that the trend in the sample figures was substantially 
correct. It will be seen from Table A below that, although the per- 
centage coverage of the quarterly sample is as high as 61 per cent. 
the sample is substantially weaker in some sectors than in others. 
In particular the percentage coverage in the ‘textiles’ and ‘other’ 
manufacturing sectors 1s rather low. Efforts will be made to improve 
the sample, especially on these sectors.

Revision of distributors’ stocks figures 


The revisions to the manufacturers’ stocks figures on account of 
the change from an establishment to a business unit basis have 
meant certain revisions to the wholesalers’ stocks figures. Part of the 
increase in the manufacturers’ stocks figures arises because of the 
inclusion in their figures of manufacturers’ separate wholesale selling 
and export departments. An estimate of £200 million at the end of 1955 
which has been assumed to alter as total wholesalers’ stocks have altered, 
has up to now been included in the wholesalers’ stocks figures to cover

these departments. The levels of wholesalers’ stocks have now been re- 
duced by this amount and the change has been carried through to 
the quarterly and yearly movements and to the volume figures of 
stocks. The amount of the reduction is not the same as the amount 
of the increase on the manufacturing side. The latter figure includes 
stocks previously excluded from the estimates completely, e.g. stocks 
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held abroad; moreover the estimate of £200 million in 1955 had a 
very high margin of uncertainty. 

It has not been thought necessary to revise the figures of retailers’ 
stocks as a result of the change to a business unit basis since it is 
unlikely that the new manufacturing business units will now include 
retail establishments previously included in retail distribution.

Census of Production 1961 


ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE Census of Production to be taken in 
1962 in respect of the year 1961 have now been settled after consul- 
tation with the Census of Production Advisory Committee. The 
Census for 1961 will be on similar lines to the Census now being 
taken in respect of the year 1960, and will include firms engaged 
in mining and quarrying, manufacturing, construction and water 
supply. 

Census returns will be required only from a sample of businesses 
employing 25 or more persons; they will not be required from those 
supplying the Board with monthly or quarterly figures of stocks and 
capital expenditure. 

The questions asked will relate only to sales and work done, 
capital expenditure, and stocks and work in progress. (Exception- 
ally, for the construction industry, information about employment 
will be required in place of sales and work done.) 

In addition to this information, firms will be required to give 
details of their sales direct to the public (e.g. by mail order, to own 
employees, etc.). This information will complement that obtained 
in the Census of Distribution for 1961 and will be used to improve 
the estimates of consumers’ expenditure. 


Future programme of Censuses of Production & Distribution 
In accordance with a recommendation of the Verdon Smith 





Committee* the periodicity of detailed Censuses of Production has 
been reviewed by the Board of Trade. They have concluded that 
Census operations should be planned on the basis of a five-yearly 
interval between detailed Censuses of Production and between full 
and sample Censuses of Distribution. This programme will, how- 
ever, be subject to further review in the light of changing circum- 
stances and of Government needs. 


As already announced, a detailed Census of Distribution is to be 
taken relating to the year 1961. It is intended that the next 
detailed Census of Production should relate to the year 1963, to 
be followed by a sample Census of Distribution for 1966 and by a 
detailed Census of Production for 1968.

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Further Increase in Capital Expenditure in Final Quarter 
of 1960 


Up TO AND INCLUDING the third quarter of 1960 the figures 
published in this series for manufacturing industry have been esti- 
mates of capital expenditure by establishments. Following the publica- 
tion of the results of the 1959 Census of Production it has become 
possible to revise all these figures from an establishment on to a 
business unit basis, so that the capital expenditure covered in each year, 
and in each quarter, represents the fixed investment of all business 
units (as distinct from all establishments) in manufacturing industry. 
The figures for the fourth quarter of 1960, which appear in the tables 
below, are thus the first to be published in this revised form, and pre- 
vious figures have been revised to provide a comparable run of figures 
as far back as possible. In consequence of the revisions to the manu- 
facturing figures, those for ‘other industries and services’ (b) have 
also been revised. The way in which these revisions have been made, 
and some explanation of their meaning is provided in greater detail, 
with separate sections devoted to manufacturing industry and to 
‘other industries and services,’ later in this article. 


Provisional estimates for the fourth quarter of 1960 show that the 
capital expenditure of manufacturing industry again rose substan- 
tially — by 20 per cent. compared with the same period a year earlier; 
expenditure by ‘other industries and services’ rose by 6 per cent. 
‘Taken together these two broad groups of industries shown an increase 
in expenditure in the fourth quarter of 1960, compared with the 
same period of 1959, of 14 per cent. at current prices and 11 per cent. 
at 1954 prices. By comparison with the third quarter, the combined 
seasonally adjusted figure of capital expenditure shows a fall of 1 per 
cent., reflecting a decline of 4 per cent. for manufacturing industry 
partly balanced by a rise of 2 per cent. for ‘other industries and 
services,’ 


These provisional estimates show that, at both current and 1954 
prices, the combined capital expenditure of manufacturing and other 
industries was approximately 15 per cent. higher in 1960 than in 1959. 
In.the case of manufacturing industry, expenditure in 1960, at £1,029 
million, was 18 per cent. higher than in 1959. Expenditure by ‘other 
industries and services’ during 1960 was £719 million, or 12 per cent. 
higher than in the previous year. 


Manufacturing Industry 


Provisional estimates (on the revised business unit basis) of the actual 
expenditure of manufacturing industry, during the fourth quarter of 
1960, show that it was approximately £291 million — 20 per cent. 
higher than in the same quarter of 1959. Expenditure on building 
work was up 21 per cent. and expenditure on plant and machinery 
rose 17 per cent., compared with the (revised) figures for the same 
period a year earlier. Most of the increase in expenditure in the 
fourth quarter, at current prices, was attributable to developments in 
the iron and steel, textile and motor vehicle industries. 


The volume of fixed capital expenditure (at 1954 prices) by manu- 
facturing industry was 17 per cent. higher in the fourth quarter of 
1960 than in the same period of 1959, after being 28 per cent. higher 
than a year previously in the third quarter. After allowing for seasonal 
factors the volume of capital expenditure (at 1954 prices) in the fourth 
quarter fell by about £9 million, or 4 per cent. from the level of the 
third quarter. 

For the year 1960 as a whole, capital expenditure by manufacturing 
industry is provisionally estimated at £1,029 million — 18 per cent. 
more than in 1959, with new building work up 27 per cent. and 
expenditure on plant and machinery up 13 per cent.

Details of capital expenditure in the fourth quarter of 1960, and for 
the whole year 1960, by the ten industry groups for which information 
is published in this series, will, as usual, not be available until the final 
article — due to appear in the Board of Trade Journal of April 21, 1961. 
The provisional figures show that the iron and steel, textiles and ‘cloth- 
ing and motor vehicles groups of industries, between them accounted 
for about 70 per cent. of the increase in manufacturing capital expen- 
diture in 1960. 


Other Industries and Services 


Total capital expenditure by ‘other industries and services’ in the 
fourth quarter of 1960 is provisionally estimated to be 6 per cent. 
higher than in the fourth quarter of 1959 at current prices and 5 per 
cent. higher at 1954 prices. At current prices expenditure on plant 
and machinery was 3 per cent. higher, expenditure on vehicles was 
12 per cent. higher with expenditure on new building work 2 per cent. 
higher. Allowing for seasonal factors total expenditure (at 1954 prices) 
in the fourth quarter of 1960 was only slightly higher (2 per cent.) than 
in the third quarter. 


Over the year as a whole total capital expenditure by this group of 
industries was {£719 million at current prices and £639 million at 
1954 prices, increases of 12 and 13 per cent. respectively over total 
expenditure in 1959. Expenditure on all three types of assets increased, 
the largest increase being on vehicles (17 per cent. at current prices), 
followed by expenditure on new building work (11 per cent.) 
and on plant and machinery (8 per cent.). The increases in expenditure 
in 1960 were greater (both for the total and for each asset separately) 
than those in 1959, but not as large as those in 1958. 


Revision of Manufacturing Capital Expenditure Figures 


The results of the 1959 Census of Production (published on Decem- 
ber 2, 1960, in the Board of Trade Journal) have been used as a basis 
for revising the quarterly figures for manufacturers’ capital expendi- 
ture previously published in this series. This revision is more radical 
than those made necessary by the publication of census results for 
previous years, due to a change in the basis of the census figures. In all 
previous censuses of production the basic statistical unit for which 
information was collected was the establishment, usually correspond- 
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ing with an individual factory or workshop. For 1959, the figures 
returned in the census related to the whole of the business — a com- 
pany or a group of companies, but excluding any subsidiary companies 
mainly operating overseas. Where, however, a firm was engaged in a 
number of quite different activities, separate returns for each main 
activity or division were required. 


This broader unit — the business unit — is a more satisfactory one for 
collecting information about capital expenditure, because it ensures 
that the figures are complete and nothing is left out. The census 
figures for 1959 include, for example, capital expenditure at establish- 
ments where production had not yet begun (which had to be obtained 
previously by means of a separate supplementary inquiry) and capital 
expenditure at head offices and in places where ancillary activities 
are carried on (e.g. laboratories, wholesale selling divisions, depots 
and building maintenance departments), which may not always have 
been included in census returns made on an establishment basis. 
The adoption of a business unit basis also makes it possible for the 
census of production figures of capital expenditure to dovetail more 
easily with the Annual Inquiry into the Distributive and Service 
Trades, which is on a business unit basis. The same statistical report- 
ing unit, i.e. the business unit, is also used, as far as possible, in the 
quarterly inquiry and this means that the census of production now 
provides a better statistical framework and bench mark for this in- 
quiry and will enable the sampling methods used in this inquiry 
to be improved. 


All the figures in this quarterly series, including the figures above 
and those in Tables 1 to 3, are now expressed on a business unit basis, 
as distinct from an establishment basis as previously. The procedure 
adopted for re-expressing these figures on the new business unit 
basis, as they appear for the first time in this article, was as follows. 

In the first place the 1959 annual figures have been altered, so as 
to agree, subject to certain minor differences(e), with the results of 
the 1959 Census of Production — this change being made for each 
asset in each of the ten industry groups for which separate figures are 
published. This alteration raises the figures for all manufacturing 
industry by some 6 per cent. and reflects two differences between the 
revised and the previously published figures. First, it reflects any

error there was in the sample figures as compared with the more 
comprehensive figures produced by the 1959 Census of Production; 
secondly, it converts the previous establishment-based figures onto 
a business unit basis. Since no establishment statistics were 
collected in the 1959 Census the precise proportion of the change 
attributable to each of these two causes, in 1959, cannot be determined. 
In the case of 1958 the conversion of the Quarterly Sample inquiry 
figures to the ‘adjusted 1958’ level, published in the 1959 Census 
results, is almost wholly a change from the previous establishment 
to the new business unit basis. It will be seen that, for all manufactur- 
ing industry, this conversion involves an increase of no more than 3 per 
cent. in the previously published figures, although the changes for 
individual industries vary substantially and include a rise of nearly 
18 per cent. in the food, drink and tobacco group of industries. One 
cause of the substantially larger business unit figures in the food 
drink and tobacco group of industries is the ownership of ‘tied’ houses 
by brewing companies, with consequential capital expenditure. 
The extent of the addition to previous figures on account of the 
change to a business unit basis varies between the three different 
assets. Thus, over the whole of manufacturing industry, the revision 
proves negligible for plant and machinery, while in the case of vehicles 
(which tend to be owned and operated more by headquarters of 
enterprises or by wholesale selling organizations attached to these

than by subsidiary establishments) the revision results in an increase 
of nearly 13 per cent. In the case of new building work the revision 
increases the previously published figures for all manufacturing 
industry, in 1958, by nearly 9 per cent.; it is thought that this is 
mainly on account of the construction of headquarter offices including 
wholesale establishments. 

There is no firm basis for revising the establishment-based capital 
expenditure figures onto a business unit basis prior to 1958. ‘The 1959 
Census, considered in conjunction with the voluntary quarterly 
returns, only enables an adjustment onto this basis to be made for the 
years 1958 and 1959. It has been felt, however, that, in the interests 
of users of these statistics, an attempt should be made to produce and 
publish a comparable run of figures back to 1956, rather than leave 
the figures for 1956 and 1957 on a basis which makes them incom- 
parable with those for 1958, 1959 and onwards. It has, therefore, been 
assumed that the percentage change in capital expenditure, shown by 
the previous establishment-based series, would have remained the 
same, in each asset group within ten industry groups, on the new 
business unit basis. Thus, while the percentage change from year to 
year, shown by the previously published figures for each industry 
asset group, is maintained, the actual figures are grossed up or down in 
the same proportion as the figures for 1958 have been. The margin 
of error resulting from the fact that the difference between the amount

Royal Ordnance Factories and other establishments, is on a calendar year basis. 
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of capital expenditure on a business unit and on an establishment 
basis in 1956 and 1957, by industries and by assets, could have been 
smaller or greater than the difference in 1958, is not thought to be large. 
It is, nevertheless, fully appreciated that these differences could be 
significant in particular industry groups. The adjustments made 
represent the best estimates possible in the circumstances. 

Having changed all the capital expenditure figures, at current 
prices, on the basis outlined above, alterations have then been made, 
on a proportional basis, to each quarter within each year for each 
industry. The revised 1960 figures appearing in these tables have, 
thus, also been completely 1ecalculated, by applying the 1960 un- 
revised sample percentage changes, by industry and asset groups, 
for each quarter of 1960, to the revised business unit levels flowing 
from the provisional results of the 1959 Census of Production. 

The volume figures (at 1954 prices), as well as the seasonally 
adjusted volume figures (at 1954 prices), have all been recalculated on 
the basis of the revised figures, for each of the three assets for all 
manufacturing industry. 


Adequacy of the quarterly sample of manufacturing companies 

The results of the Census of Production for 1959 showed a fall of 
about 6 per cent. in the capital expenditure of manufacturing industry, 
compared with expenditure in 1958 on an ‘adjusted’ business unit 
basis (see Board of Trade Journal article of December 2, 1960). 
The parallel fall shown by the quarterly sample series was about 
8 per cent., so that the difference between the trends of the two 
sets of figures was small. As Table A below illustrates, the total 
coverage of the sample is as high as 62 per cent., but the sample is 
weaker in the ‘textiles’ and ‘other’ sectors than in the food, chemicals,

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metals and engineering and allied sectors. Efforts will be made to 
improve the coverage of the sample especially in the industry group- 
ings where the sample is weak. 


Revision of Capital Expenditure Figures for ‘Other Industries 

The revisions to the manufacturing industry figures on account of 
the change from an establishment to a business unit basis have meant 
certain revisions to the figures for ‘other industries and services.’ 
The annual figures for ‘other industries and services’ are adjusted 
each year to agree with those given in the National Income Blue Book 
for the industries described as construction, road passenger transport, 
and distribution and other services (Table 54 in the 1960 Blue Book). 
Since the change to a business unit basis should not in theory affect 
total expenditure as shown in the Blue Book it has been necessary in 
general to reduce the figures for other industries and services to allow 
for the increase in the manufacturing figures. For new building work, 
the yearly figures for other industries and services are based on figures 
of work done and it is assumed that some part of the work done will 
now appear under manufacturing. The annual figures for vehicles 
shown under distribution and other services in the Blue Book are 
estimated as a residual item after the estimates for manufacturing 
and other industry groups have been deducted from the total. For both 
these assets, therefore, the figures for other industries and services 
have been reduced to allow for the increase in the rnanufacturing 
figures. 


For plant and machinery, the annual figures for ‘other industries 
and services’ are derived from the Annual Inquiries into the Distri- 
butive and Service Trades. These estimates have always been on a 
business unit basis and so the additions to the manufacturing figures 
(which are very small) are assumed to be net additions to total capital 
expenditure and no adjustments to the figures for other industries and 
services have been made on this account. The opportunity has, how- 
ever, been taken to include certain revisions to the estimates from the 
Annual Inquiries which have been made since the last article appeared 
— and which have the effect of increasing the 1958 and subsequent 
years’ figures, while reducing those for 1956 and 1957, 


Account has also been taken of the change to a business unit basis 
in the construction industry which is covered by the census of pro- 
duction but is included in the figures for ‘other industries and services.’ 


The changes in the annual figures have been carried through to the 
quarterly figures, retaining the same quarterly patterns as before, 
based on the results of the quarterly inquiries. The volume figures 
(at 1954 prices), as well as the seasonally adjusted volume figures, 
have all been recalculated on the basis of the revised figures. 
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A New Attitude in Industry and Business 


Tue role of the government in the National Export Drive was ex- 
plained by Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, Board of Trade, to the 
Dudley and District Chamber of Commerce at Dudley, on March 8. 

‘I think you will agree,’ said the Minister ‘that exports are news 
now in a way they have not been for a long time. There is a new atti- 
tude of mind in industry and business, and particularly in the young 
cornpanies which have come on so much in the last ten years. One 
can see this in so many different ways. For example, one of our Trade 
Commissioners from abroad told me last week that, while visiting 
provincial cities to meet firms, he was cross-examined about export 
opportunities with greater seriousness and more determination than 
ever before. Firms already exporting to his part of the world wanted to 
discuss ways of improving and overhauling their sales organization. 
Then a London firm told us how, last year, it tried exporting in order 
to reduce stocks accumulated as a result of the credit squeeze. It 
found some export markets which it did not believe existed, and is now 
going to export on a continuing and permanent basis. 


‘Some firms are now advertising their export achievements. I liked 
the one which said “Export facts speak louder than claims. 70 per cent. 
of our output goes overseas. The policy has paid — handsomely.” 
In The Times on Monday, beneath an excellent photograph of a 
stormy sea was written, ““‘What are the wild waves saying? Export, 
Export, Export.”” This was an advertisement by one of the big five 
banks. And I would like to congratulate and thank the banks for all 
the solid work their managers are doing to help firms with export 
problems. 

“Then there is the excellent response of Chambers of Commerce 
throughout the country, many of them have set up Export Committees. 
The F.B.I. is doing a fine job in many ways, particularly with its 
regional export conferences, and by sending missions abroad. Only 
yesterday they announced an F.B.1. mission to the Far East.’ 


Vigorous and Sustained Effort Needed 

Mr. Erroll said there was no simple way of increasing export 
earnings. An increase would only be obtained by hard and detailed 
work. What was needed was a vigorous and sustained effort by all who 
could make a contribution to increasing our exports. Both the com- 
ponent maker and the direct exporter alike needed a healthy economy 
at home. The first task of the government was to take measures when 
necessary which would restrain inflationary pressures and at the same 
tire avoid stagnation and depression. 

A second major responsibility of the government was that it should 
continue by its whole commercial policy in external trade to work 
towards the reduction of international trade barriers and the greatest 
possible freedom of trade and payments, without which world trade 
could not expand to the fullest extent. Third, and highly important 
in a democratic community, was the task of the government in ex- 
plaining the basis of governmental policy, and its relation to the 
individual. 

‘Over the last twelve months my colleagues in the government 
and our officials have worked very hard to explain the reasons why we 
must expand our export trade. We have not sought to press upon you 
a patriotic duty, but to explain what, from our vantage point, are the 
hard economic facts. If you want expansion in your business, if we all 
want expansion, we must export. 


‘Fourthly, the government have for many years provided a wide 
range of services for the individual exporters, to help him with the 
day-to-day work of getting and fulfilling orders. These services are 
expressly designed to help the individual firm by presenting a tailor- 
made job related to their intentions and problems. Today we have a 
large organization whose purpose is to supply information covering a 
wide range of subjects; for example market information, agency 
inquiries, tariffs, samples, insurance, travelling, trade fairs, publicity, 
statistics, publications, currencies, credits. 

“The Export Services Branch of the Board of Trade is able to give 
advice about the most promising markets for any particular product 
and the best way to start sending it overseas. We do not undertake 
market research — there are many commercial organizations which 
operate in this field - but we do provide market information. No 
matter what the country or the commodity, this branch can say or 
find out what the market prospects are, what are the local business

conditions, the facts about local production and imports, the kind of 
competition which is to be expected, and other useful details, such as, 
local tastes and trading practices. The Branch can provide precise 
and up-to-date information about tariff and import regulations of 
overseas countries and about any regulations concerning such things 
as certificates of origin, consular invoices and fees, trade and mer- 
chandise marks, imports of samples. 

“The question of finding the right agent or representative overseas is 
always important and it can sometimes be difficult. We do not appoint 
agents, because this is a matter which must be left for commercial 
judgment, but we can, after making careful investigations, give 
inquirers a short list from which to select the man best suited to their 
individual needs. The Export Services Branch provides background 
material about places which an exporter is thinking of visiting. They 
will let the British Commercial Officers in the countries overseas which 
are to be visited know of the forthcoming tour so that they can help 
the visitor by making introductions and appointments, collecting 
information and arranging local publicity — in advance, if desired. 


“The Board provides a valuable statistical service to help exporters 
and we issue several publications, including the Board of Trade Journal, 
to provide information and advice. We set out to provide a high degree 
of personal service to individual exporters. For example, the Export 
Services Branch handles at least 1 ,COO inquiries a day, and the Regional 
Offices also handle numerous inquiries. In addition, a large number of 
firms are visited by the Regional Export and E.C.G.D. Officers. At 
least on personal calls are made and received in the course of each 
month.’ 

Mr. Erroll said that in order to make the export services of the 
Board of ‘Trade better known they had started a circular letter cam- 
paign to all firms employing 25 people or over. They were sending 
out several hundred such letters a week, and over a period of about 
nine months they would have written to about 30,000 firms. The 
response was excellent — over 30 per cent. 

“We have a number of pamphlets, and we get valuable help in 
distributing these. ‘The banks alone have distributed 16,000 copies 
of the “Guide to Government Services for Exporters.’’ 150,000 copies 
of “Going Abroad on Business’’ have gone out through banks, travel 
agents and the Passport Office. We have had publicity on the radio 
and on TV. Finally, and by no means least, I should mention the 
Press. You will all have noticed the continuing flow of letters to the 
Press and thoughtful and critical articles, about export matters, as well 
as the numerous special issues of trade and technical journals. We 
study all these most carefully to see what we can learn from them. 


Credit Insurance 


‘Now a word about credit insurance. We could, of course, easily 
improve still further the services E.C.G.D. offers, if we were prepared 
to abandon the principle on which its business has been built up — 
that it shall pay its way — and to divert some of the taxpayers money 
into the provision of “‘below cost’’ insurance. That we are not pre- 
pared to do: if we were to provide a subsidy through E.C.G.D. we 
should soon find our competitors doing the same thing, and our export 
trade would be no better off. 

‘E.C.G.D. services must therefore be improved the hard way, 
as they have been in the past: through the economies in overheads 
that follow increased turnover; through increased skill in the control 
of liabilities, so that a low claims figure may be matched by low 
premiums; and by increasing inventiveness in the development of new 
forms of cover, in which I claim that E.C.G.D. leads the world. 
There have been many such improvements over the past months, and I 
am confident that there will be more to come. I mentioned earlier 
that I proposed to say something about our policy and plans for 
overseas exhibitions and fairs. 

‘As we see it, exhibiting British goods abroad really comes under 
four separate headings. There is the specialized fair, the national fair, 
the British fair and the British Week. We plan to do more in all these 
fields, and this will cost more money, but we are satisfied that it will 
be money well spent. In 1956-57 our total expenditure was £68,000. 
In the current year it will be no less than £333,000, but we still do not 
feel this is enough and, therefore, proposals will shortly be laid before 
Parliament seeking to increase next year’s provision by about £200,000, 
making a total of no less than £530,000.’ 
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Encouraging Response to Export Drive 


‘InN 1960, our exports of domestic refrigerators were about 15 per 
cent. higher than they were in 1959. You will perhaps not think me 
chilling if I interpose here the reminder that even so our exports of 
domestic refrigerators in 1960 were a good bit less than what they were 
in 1958 and 1957. 1960 also saw an increase in our exports of com- 
mercial refrigeration equipment. ‘These better export results are an 
encouraging response to the Government’s call for a really big export 
effort from the whole of British industry,’ said Mr. F. J. Erroll, 
Minister of State, Board of Trade, at the lunch of the British Refrigera- 
tion Association at the Connaught Rooms, London, on March 10. 


‘You have represented to us forcefully that yours is an export 
industry with a strong growth potential, but that your exporting 
power is damaged by any restrictions imposed on the development of 
your home market. It is true that a large and steady home market 
helps to reduce overheads, and hence selling prices, but without a 
vigorous export trade we just cannot have a steady home market. 
As barriers to world trade are reduced, the distinction between the 
home market and the export market is growing steadily less, and there 
is already ample evidence of flourishing export industries which 
have hardly any home market. 

‘We took it as our task to create at home conditions of price 
stability, a high level of employment, and a rising standard of living 
for our people. We cannot control all the factors which play upon our 
economy. If you take two economists and rub them together, the 
sparks will fly; but one conclusion which it is impossible to avoid is 
that when the demands of the home market become excessive, then 
our exports, our balance of payments, and our whole economy suffer. 
At times therefore, we have to impose some restraint in the full 
knowledge that what we have done will be unpopular and will have 
awkward side effects. 


‘Once we have paid our import bill, we still need to earn more 
through our exports to pay our debts, and to continue to play our large 
part in helping the under-developed countries to improve the living 
standards of their people, and to increase the volume of world trade. 

‘When aircraft leave the sound barrier far behind, and go towards 
the heat barrier, they are dependent upon the refrigeration equipment 
which you supply. Some computers which get through problems of 
incredible complexity with unbelievable speed would collapse with 
their equivalent of brain-fever, if you did not provide the modern 
version of ice-packs. And equipment which you have designed gives 
doctors the means the reduce body temperatures to the state of 
hypothermia at which they can work miracles of heart surgery.’ 


New Zealand Prime Minister sees 
Board of Trade 


MR. HOLYOAKE, Prime Minister of New Zealand, met Mr. 
Maudling, President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Soames, Minister of 
Agriculture, and Mr. Braine, Parliamentary Under-Secretary of State 
for Commonwealth Relations, at the Board of Trade on March 10. 


Mr. Holyoake expressed his concern at the recent fall in butter 
prices which was a serious matter for New Zealand. The fall was 
caused by an increase in the supply from various countries much of 
which appeared to be subsidized. The New Zealand Government had 
drawn the attention of the main supplying countries to the situation. 


Mr. Maudling said that New Zealand’s difficulties were fully 
recognized here. Last autumn the O.E.E.C. had urged supplying 
countries to send only normal quantities to the United Kingdom 
market, and we were raising the matter in O.E.E.C. again this month. 
We were also in direct touch with other countries. 


The Ministers agreed that it might be well to take an early oppor-

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Business and Goodwill Missions from Canada 


DuRING THE MONTHS of April and May, the United Kingdom 
will be visited by Business and Goodwill Missions from Vancouver, 
Halifax and Winnipeg. The Vancouver Mission has been organized 
by the Vancouver Board of Trade and is the fourth such Mission to 
visit this country since 1951. They are expected to arrive in London 
on Easter Monday, April 3, and will leave for visits to Switzerland 
and Italy on Sunday, April 9. The Mission consists of 39 members 
whose interests cover a wide range of industries. The main object 


of the tour is to promote trade between the United Kingdom and 
British Columbia. 


The Mission from Halifax has been organized by the Halifax 
Board of Trade and will comprise some 124 members (inclusive of 
wives). Their interests cover some 16 major industries including 
automotive equipment, building materials and construction equipment, 
electrical appliances, food products and hardware, etc., They are due 
to arrive in London at noon on Sunday, April 16, and will be staying 
until Saturday, April 29. 


The Winnipeg Mission has been sponsored by the Winnipeg 
Chamber of Commerce, and will consist of about 86 people of whom 
about 30 will be wives. They are expected in London on the morning 
of Thursday, April 27, and will return to Canada on Tuesday, May 23. 
A programme of engagements for the party as a whole is being ar- 
ranged by Mr. Murray Armstrong, Agent-General for Manitoba, for 
the period April 28 to May 5. This programme will include some 
industrial visits in London and the Midlands. No formal programme 
is being arranged for the period May 8 to May 23, but some members 
of the Mission may wish to make business contacts during that time.

Renewal of Some Purchase Tax Classifications 


‘THE COMMISSIONERS of Customs and Excise announced on March 
8 that, after discussions with the trade, they have reviewed the Purchase 
Tax classification of the above mentioned range of articles (all of which 
are designed to be screwed to the wall); and have decided that, 
for the future, an article within this range will be taxable at the rate 
of 5 per cent. of the wholesale value under Group II (b), as a table, 
if it has a-flat top and either: 


(i) it is supported by a leg or legs designed to extend to the floor; or 
(ii) the maximum depth of the flat top exceeds 11 inches. 


An article which is a set of shelves is also taxable at the rate of 
5 per cent. under Group 11 (b). 


Other articles will be taxable at the rate of 12} per cent. under 
Group 11 (a).

Record Values (Table A) 


United Kingdom exports in February were valued at {297-1 
million, imports at £353-3 million, and re-exports at {11-2 million. 


Seasonally Adjusted Values (Table B) 


After eliminating normal seasonal variation, United Kingdom 
exports in December, January and February were 54 per cent. more 
than in the three months September, October and November and 
44 per cent. more than the average for the year 1960. 


On the same basis imports were 1 per cent. less in December- 
February than in September-November and 2 per cent. more than the 
average for the year 1960. 


Seasonally adjusted monthly average re-exports in December, 
January and February amounted to {12 million, the same rate as in 
September-November and in the year 1960 as a whole. 

The delays caused by the London dock strike in September and 
October had a distorting effect on these comparisons; it accounts for 
a substantial part of the rise in exports, but without it the fall in 
imports would have been more marked.

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Retail Trade Active in February 


RETAIL TRADE was at a high tevel in February. Provisional esti- 
mates indicate that, after allowing for seasonal factors, sales were 
higher than in January, although they did not quite reach the record 
level of December. Estimates for individual sections are not yet 
available but indications are that sales by the clothing and footwear 
group of shops showed a sizeable increase in trade over a year earlier, 
with trade by footwear shops particularly active; the recovery in 
recent months in sales by durable goods shops also seems to have 
continued. 

The index of the value of total sales in February, seasonally 
adjusted, is provisionally estimated at 113, compared with 112 in 
January and the average of the past four months. 

The increase in sales on a year earlier was 3 per cent. compared 
with 1 per cent. in January and 4 per cent. in December. Prices in 
the retail trade sector were a little higher than a year earlier but the 
greater part of the increase in sales was probably accounted for by 
an increase in volume.

Report on Financial Resources to Developing Countries 


Total net flow of capital from advanced O.E.E.C. Member 
countries and Associates — the United States and Canada — to under- 
developed countries and agencies such as the International Bank for 
Reconstruction and Development, the E.E.C. Development Fund 
and the United Nations Technical Assistance and Relief Agencies, 
almost doubled in the years 1956-59 as compared with 1950-55. 
From an average of $3-5 billion in the earlier period, the flow 
increased to nearly $6°9 billion a year in 1956-59, a total for the 
latter period of no less than $27.4 billion. More than half the 1956-59 
flow came from Government sources. 

About half the total provided by Member and Associated countries 
came from the United States, and the bulk of the remainder from 
France, the United Kingdom and Germany taken together. In the 
same period, underdeveloped countries also received about $0-15 
billion a year from Japan, about $0-14 billion a year from the Sino- 
Soviet bloc, and $0-04 billion a year from other advanced countries. 

These facts emerge from a newly published O.E.E.C. report 
entitled “The Flow of Financial Resources to Countries in Course 
of Economic Development, 1956-59.’ For the first time, this report 
brings together in a single document comprehensive data, much of 
it hitherto unpublished, on public and private capital flows, both 
bilateral and through the multilateral agencies cited above.

Jute and cotton prices. Increases in the prices of iron castings, non- 
ferrous metal products and metal windows combined to continue the 
upward trend of the indices for construction and house building 
materials. 

Provisional price index numbers for all manufactured products in 
‘Table 2 show no change from the revised figures for January. The 
February estimated indices for total and home market sales, however, 
are subject to later revision when quarterly price data becomes avail- 
able for engineering goods, the prices of which have been increasing. 
Price increases were recorded during February in all industries except 
food manufacturing, where lower bacon prices largely outweighed the 
smaller but more general rising price movements in other sectors. 
The price index for home market sales of the products of the chemical 
and allied industries has risen by nearly 0:5 per cent., reflecting the 
increased prices of lubricants and paints. There was no overall change 
in output prices of the iron and steel industries. 


Products of the textile industry have again increased in price, 
reflecting the rising prices of certain of its principal raw materials. 
The higher prices of wool tops and worsted yarns are due to increases 
in the price of raw wool during the past two months. Jute yarn, piece- 
goods, canvas and sacks continue to rise in price and reflect the 
increase in the price of raw jute. The price index of products from the 
paper industries has also risen slightly, affected mainly by increases in 
prices of paper and board, cardboard boxes and paper bags. Certain 
types of clothing and footwear also showed a rise in price. Other 
products which recorded price increases were: domestic hollow-ware, 
domestic gas appliances, abrasive paper and cloth, and home-grown 


hardwood. 
In Table 3 (b) prices of commodities wholly or partly imported 
have generally risen or remained unchanged during the month, but 


hides and skins, sisal, imported hardwood and woodpulp were 
slightly lower. 


Index Numbers of Wholesale Prices —- June 30, 1949 = 100 


The index numbers of wholesale prices related to 1954 = 100 
superseded those previously published on the base June 30, 1949 = 100. 
For the convenience of those who use the index numbers in long-term 
contracts to take account of changes in costs of materials, the Board 
of Trade will continue to publish certain indices on the base June 39, 
1949 = 100 until December 1961. These indices are the ones relating 
to materials used in broad sectors of industry and to output of broad 


sectors of industry. From January 1958 the index numbers shown 
below have been given the month to month movements of the nearest 
equivalent index in the 1954 = 100 series. Any firm entering into a 
contract containing a clause relating to the Board of Trade wholesale 
price index numbers should bear in mind that the continued series 
on June 30, 1949 = 100 will not be published after December 1961.

Notes on Index Numbers of Wholesale Prices — 1954 = 100 


(1) The index numbers are calculated from the price movements of 
some 7,000 closely defined materials and products representative of 
goods purchased and manufactured by United Kingdom industry. 
The index for an individual commodity is its current home market 
price expressed as a percentage of its annual average home market 
price in 1954. In compiling indices for groups of commodities these 
percentages are combined in proportion to the value of purchases or 
sales of the individual commodities in 1954. The proportions have been 
derived from the Census of Production, short-term statistics of 
production, the Trade and Navigation Accounts, information supplied 
by trade associations and from various other sources. 

(2) Commodity price index numbers are combined into the index 
numbers of materials purchased by and output of broad sectors of 
industry in Tables 1 and 2. Net weights are used to combine the 
commodity index numbers into sector indices; that is, the sector 
indices exclude sales by one undertaking to another within the same 
sector. The indices of materials purchased by industry include 
imported materials, and where it is possible to do so the indices of 
output of broad sectors of industry take account of the movement in 
export prices. Information about export prices is less reliable than 
information about home market prices, and hence the sector indices 
of total sales including exports are less reliable than the indices of 
home market sales. 

(3) Commodity indices covering United Kingdom manufactures 
in general relate to a ‘principal product’ (or a group of principal 
products) of an industry as defined in the Census of Production; the 
weights used in compiling the indices include the value of sales of 
the principal products of an industry by undertakings classified to 
other Census industries. For each of the sectors of industry for which 
indices are published in Table 2, sales of principal products cor- 
respond very closely to total sales of the sector. 

(4) In determining the weights used in calculating indices which 
combine the price movements of several materials or products, the 
value of goods for which no price series are available is imputed to 





price series which may be expected to move similarly. 

(5) As far as possible ‘delivered’ prices are used in compiling the 
indices of materials purchased by industry; ‘ex-works’ prices are 
used in compiling the indices of commodities produced in the United 
Kingdom, unless it is the normal custom of the trade to deliver, in 
which case ‘delivered’ prices are used. The prices are exclusive of 
purchase tax, but include any subsidy paid to or duty paid by the 
producer. 

(6) Where the price for an item ceases to be available and the item 
is replaced by a substitute, an adjustment is made to maintain 
comparability. 

(7) To facilitate further calculation the indices are given to one 
decimal place in most cases, but small month to month movements 
have little significance. Indices for which full information has not 
been received are shown with an asterisk to indicate that they are 
provisional. Commodity index numbers are revised to take account 
of errors or very late notification of price changes, but unless these 
revisions are exceptionally important they are not carried through to 
o a of purchases and output of sectors of industries in Tables 

and 2. 

(8) The series of wholesale price index numbers based on 1954 = 
100 was introduced in the Board of Trade Journal on March 21, 1958; 
previously the index numbers were based on June 30, 1949 = 100. 
In February 1959, the index numbers were revised in accordance with 
the Standard Industrial Classification 1958 (see Board of Trade 
Journal, February 13, 1959). In particular, the index numbers relating 
to materials used in and output of manufacturing industry were 
extended to include industries making fuel, food and tobacco products, 
and the index numbers relating to materials used in broad sectors of 
industry were extended to include fuels used. 


(9) Details of the constituent items and weights used in the con- 


struction of the index numbers in Tables 1 and 2 may be obtained on 
application.

Radar for Sweden 


The Royal Swedish Air Board has placed a further contract to the 
value of over 25,000,000 Swedish Crowns (£1,700,000) with Marconi’s 
Wireless Telegraph Co, Ltd., for the supply of electronic equipment 
for their air defence system. This follows substantial orders placed in 
1959. 


Airport Lighting for Yugoslavia 

Yugoslav authorities have placed a further order for airport lighting 
equipment with The General Electric Co. Ltd., of England. Total 
value of the contracts is now over £100,000. The new contract is for a 
complete airfield lighting installation and covers high-intensity 
runway and approach lights, taxiway lights, transformers, constant- 
current regulators, switchgear and control gear. 


Motor Car Components for Italy 


In spite of fierce competition from Continental motor manufac- 
turers, Hardy Spicer Ltd., Birmingham, component manufacturers, 
who make about 95 per cent. of the propellor shafts used by the British 
motor industry, have secured a contract to supply its ‘Birfield’ 
universal joint to the Lancia Motor Co., of Turin. The initial value 
of the order is about £300,000 a year but may prove eventually to be 
far higher. Designed to ease the transmission problems of front-wheel 
drive cars, the universal joints are being fitted in the Italian firm’s 
new ‘Flavia’ models which are scheduled to be produced at the rate of 
1,000 a week. 


Single Deck Buses for Overseas 


Guy Motors Ltd., of Wolverhampton, recently reported an en- 
couraging and increasing demand from overseas markets for the new 
Guy Victory single deck passenger vehicle with full air suspension. 
Orders for the new Victory, which is supplied up to 40 ft. in length, 
have already been received from Australia, Belgium, Holland, Norway, 
Hong Kong and West Africa. 


Twin Pioneer Aircraft for K.L.M. 


Kroonduif N.V., the K.L.M. associate air transport company which 
operates in the Netherlands New Guinea, has ordered a third Twin 
Pioneer aircraft from Scottish Aviation Ltd., of Prestwick. The 16 
passenger airliner will have more powerful engines than the first two at 
present operated by Kroonduif. 


Ceramic Factory for Roumania 


A group of British firms, consisting of Gibbons Brothers Ltd., of 
Dudley, the Material Handling Division of Fisher & Ludlow Ltd., 
Tipton, and William Boulton Ltd., Burslem, have secured between 
them an important contract from the Roumanian Government, worth 
almost £500,000. ‘The contract is for a complete Ceramic factory, as 
near automatic as possiblé, to produce 6,000 tons a year of first quality 
sanitary ware by the end of 1963. Delivery of plant has to be completed 
by December 1961, and it must be installed and ready for production 
by June, 1962. 


U.S. Orders £120,000-worth of British Dairy Machines 

The largest-ever American order for British dairy presses — the 
machines which make and apply aluminium foil caps to milk bottles — 
was placed today with Fords (Finsbury) Limited, Kempston, Bedford. 
The order for 80 presses, with a total value of £120,000, was signed 
in Bedford by Mr. R. A. Auerbach, president of Reinhold A. Auerbach, 
Inc., of Easton, Pa., who will install the presses in dairies throughout 
the United States. They will put the caps on more than two thousand 
million bottles of milk annually. 

“We believe this is the largest single order ever booked for capping 
presses in the world,’ said Mr. R. E. Ford, founder and chairman 
of the company. “We export to 88 countries and first introduced 
our machines to the American market nine years ago. This is certainly 
a most gratifying dollar order for a company with only 170 employees. 


Steel Plant Equipment for Australia 

Distington Engineering Co. Ltd., of Workington, a subsidiary of 
The United Steel Companies Ltd., are to supply the mechanical 
equipment for a new continuous casting plant in Australia. 
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in view of the growing demand for foil from overseas countries, 

Veresta Foils Ltd., Silvertown, London, have recently installed two 

new Robertson rolling mills, one of which is seen above in operation. 

They are designed to roll foil up to 30 in. in width, and are fitted with 

isotope thickness gauges and control equipment of the latest type to 

ensure the highest degree of accuracy and consistency in rolling. 25 
per cent. of the firm’s total production is exported. 


Machinery and Plant for U.S.S.R. 


Consignments of machinery and plant to the value of £750,000 are 
being shipped to the U.S.S.R. by Sterling Moulding Materials Ltd., 
of Stalybridge, Cheshire. The equipment will be installed in Russia’s 
first factory for the production of polystyrene moulding powders. In 
July, a group of engineers, technologists and chemists from the com- 
pany will go to Russia to supervise the installation and running-in of 
the British-made plant. The factory has been designed to have a 
capacity of 10,000 tons a year. Several grades of toughened poly- 
styrene powder will be produced. It is understood that the Soviet 
Government are keen for the factory to start producing soon to con- 
tribute to Russia’s drive to increase her output of consumer goods. 
Sterling Moulding Materials Ltd., have been responsible for the 
design of the plant and the provision of technical ‘know-how.’ All the 
plant has been made in Britain, and to effect modifications according 
to specific Russian requirements the company had to maintain 
constant laiason with the design and planning institute of the plastics 
industry in the U.S.S.R. 


Fire Engines for Hong Kong 

Orders from Hong Kong for fire appliances have recently been 
placed with Merryweather & Sons totalling about £40,000. They 
include three pump escapes and a water tender of the Marquis 
range based on an A.E.C. diesel-engined chassis of 130 b.h.p., which 
have already been shipped. The other orders are for a hydraulic 
turntable ladder’ and a heavy duty relay pumping appliance. 


Impellers for India 


Three sets of 13 ft. diameter, four-bladed impellers are to be made 
by the Airscrew Company and Jicwood Ltd., of Weybridge, Surrey, 
for cooling towers for the Worli Dairy, Bombay. ‘The impellers will 
be of laminated timber, with a new finish developed by the Airscrew 
Company for tropical use. The contract for the cooling towers was 
secured by Gammon India (Private) Ltd., and the consulting en- 
gineers, L. G. Mouchel and Partners of London, specified the Air- 
screw impellers to provide the airflow. Gear boxes for the impellers 
will be manufactured by David Brown Ltd., of Huddersfield. 


Machinery for Czechoslovakia 


The Bronx Engineering Co. Ltd., of Lye, Worcestershire, have 
recently received orders from Czechoslovakia for machinery to a total 
value of approximately £60,000. The orders cover a press brake, 
a mill for making hoes, spades and shovels, a process levelling machine 
for processing sheet steel before deep drawing, and a large tube 
straightening machine.

Tuesday March 7 
Ban on Scotch Whisky Advertising in France 


Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of Trade, was asked 
whether he would make representations to the French Government 
with a view to obtaining a removal of the present complete ban on the 
advertising of Scotch whisky in France. 

In reply, Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, Board of Trade, said: 
“We have on a number of occasions discussed with the French Govern- 
ment the ban on advertising Scotch whisky in France. Representa- 
tions now would be unlikely to be more successful than in the t, 
because the French Government’s campaign against alcoholism has 
recently been intensified.’ 


Monopolies Commission 


Asked what industries were being investigated by the Monopolies 
Commission at the latest convenient date; what investigations were 
completed during 1959-60; and what action had been taken by his 
department in this connection; Mr. Maudling said that the Mono- 
polies Commission at present had two references before them: 
(a) the supply of electrical equipment for motor vehicles; and (b) the 
‘solus sites’ system of retail sale of petrol in the United Kingdom. 

A report on the supply of chemical fertilizers was submitted to him 
on July 23, 1959, and was published on February 16, 1960. In addition 
a report on the supply of cigarettes and tobacco and of cigarette and 
tobacco machinery was submitted to him on January 6, 1961, and was 
being prepared for publication. 

For action taken up to the end of 1960 on the report on the supply 
of chemical fertilizers and on earlier reports, he referred to the Annual 
Report of the Board of Trade on the operation of the Monopolies 
and Restrictive Practices Acts, 1948 and 1953, which had been laid 
before the House. Discussions were continuing with the industrial 


interests concerned on matters raised by the report on chemical 
fertilizers. 


Appointment to the Monopolies Commission 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce that Sir Laurence Watkinson, 
who is Chairman of the London Electricity Consultative Council, 
has been appointed to the Monopolies Commission as a part-time 
member. The appointment is for a term of three years dating from

British Weeks in Chicago and St. Louis 


REPRESENTATIVES of two of the largest departmental stores in 
the United States, Mr. C. Virgil Martin, President of Carson Pirie 
Scott & Co., Chicago, and Mr. J. A. Baer, Executive Vice-President 
of Stix, Baer & Fuller, St. Louis, are visiting London with a view to 
spending over one million dollars on British goods, with which they 
propose to put on special display in their stores. ‘The Chicago store 
have provisionally called their proposed display planned for September, 
‘Carson’s British Festival,’ and Mr. Martin stated that during the 
next few months three of the store’s merchandise Vice-Presidents, 
their Display Director and many of their buyers will visit Britain to 
make purchases. 

Mr. Baer announced that his store was proposing to devote the 
period October 16-28 to the occasion ‘Festival Britannia’ when British 
goods would be highlighted throughout the store. Both stores are 


represented in London by the Associated Merchandising Corporation, 
62 Brook Street, W.1. 


Mr. Martin and Mr. Baer have had talks with officials of the Board 
of Trade and Western Hemisphere Exports Council with a view to 


promoting a series of events and attractions featuring aspects of 
British life in the two cities during the ‘British Weeks.’ 


Oil and Colour Chemists’ Exhibition 


Tue 13th Technical Exhibition of the Oil and Colour Chemists’ 
Association took place on March 6, 7, 8 and 9 at the Royal Horti- 
cultural Society’s Old and New Halls, ‘London, S.W.1. This was the 
first occasion on which both the halls had been used for this annual 
exhibition of raw materials, plant and equipment used in the Paint, 
Printing Ink and Allied Industries, and also the first occasion on 
which the exhibition was open on four days. 

These arrangements allowed for greater freedom of movement 
between the stands and there was again an increase in the number of 
visitors, particularly those from overseas. ‘The Association maintained 
an Information Bureau i in either hall and those present from overseas 
were invited to sign the Visitors’ Book at these stands. Turnstile 
figures show that at least 9,000 people visited the exhibition and 
representatives from 23 countries signed the Visitors’ Book.

New Ideas at Ideal Home 
Exhibition 

FIRE AND WATER, two of the oldest basic elements known to man, 
have been brought to the heart of London to form a spectacular 
background to the Daily Mail Ideal Home Exhibition being held 
at Olympia (March 7 to April 3). Dominating the scene of the large 
hall is a wall of water dancing ceaselessly to music that varies 
between modern and classic, and facing the Dancing Fountains 
from the opposite end of the hall is a huge blazing sun. Between 
these two extremes of fire and water, two long rows of mythological 
sea creatures — half horse, half fish — stand guard above the flower 
garlanded stands. 


This is the scene which greets the thousands of visitors who daily 
visit the exhibition to see what is new in the way of a home, equip- 
ment to furnish it, and the many gadgets which make the task of 
those running the home easier. ‘Then there are the gardens. The 
central feature this year is a rocky English country garden built 
around a waterfall. Here visitors can follow a winding path through 
the garden and cross the pool into which the water plunges, by a 
bridge just above the fall. ‘The whole area is planted with a colourful 
selection of shrubs, water and rock plants. Ranged around this 
centrepiece are seven other gardens, each created by an expert and 
varying in design from formal to informal. 


In the broad avenues on the ground floor and the balcony are the 
exhibition stands. Notable among the many exhibits which give 
inspiration to home builders are those described as ‘Rooms with a 
future.’ There are four such rooms — each completely different both 
in layout and in the character of its furnishings and furniture — 
comprising a bedroom and a dining room, a bachelor flatlet and 
a living room. The bedroom combines ancient and modern beauty, 
the whole suggesting a Chinese pavilion. The dining room has 
wallpaper of deep red and gold, deep golden moss-colour curtains, 
dark moss-green carpet, Adam ceiling of mist green and white, 
against these is a mahogany dining suite. 

The bachelor flatlet combines study, dining/living room, bedroom 
and large storage area, each wall being treated in a different colour 
scheme, the predominant notes being blues, greens and black. The 
living room introduces contemporary features including black-metal 
seating, with blue-flecked black tweed upholstery in units providing 
chairs, cabinets, a window seat. Table tops are surfaced in white 
plastic, one with a black compass design. 


In the National Hall visitors find a Village of seven separate 
buildings. At one end there is a block of flats — three-bedroomed, 
two-bedroomed and a bed-sitting room flat. Adjoining the flats are 
two bungalows of different styles, and at the other end of the Village 
four houses are displayed varying considerably in size and price. 
One has a separate launderette and utility room leaving maximum 
space in the kitchen for normal activities which preceded the washing 
machine era. Another house, a three-bedroomed type, is equipped 
with plastic finishes which reduces maintenance to a minimum. 
The third house is so designed that it can be either three or four 
bedroomed. The fourth has been specially designed for a corner 
site. Behind the garage there is an attractive patio. 


While there is great variety in both design and price, all the houses 
are of fairly conventional exterior appearance. This is so because a 
majority of house-buyers are more concerned with the interior. 


The face of old London is changing. New buildings are rising up to 
35 storeys into the air and views from their summits bring a new 
perspective to the old landmarks. So far only a few are able to live 
so high above the noise and bustle of the streets, but in due course 
there will be a more general demand, and to live in a high tower 
may well be the rage in ten years’ time. 


The exhibition gives a preview of this sort of living. The 1961 
Penthouses envisaged in this exhibit have not been divided up into 
separate rooms, but are lightly divided by blinds or curtains so that 
at the touch of a button the whole area can be opened up to give 
extra space for entertaining. 


Finally, in the Empire Hall, there are “The Nurseries of the 
Nations’ consisting of six nurseries respectively from America, 
France, Holland, Finland, Spain and Germany. Each is typical of 
the average nursery in each one of these countries, and they provide 
a fascinating study for the many who are interested in the minds 
and behaviour of children. 
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U.K. Firms at Frankfurt Spring Fair 
By British Consulate General’s Office Frankfurt 


TWENTY-NINE UNITED KINGDOM firms which included eight 
carpet manufacturers exhibited at the International Spring Fair at 
Frankfurt from March 5 to March 9. This fair is considered to be 
the largest and most important German consumer goods fair. 


The international character of the Frankfurt Fair has always 
proved to be a great attraction to manufacturers and buyers from 
almost every part of the world. Of approximately 3,000 exhibitors 
about one-third came from 27 foreign countries, of which 346 
exhibitors were from member countries of the E.E.C. The number 
of manufacturers from EFTA countries exhibiting increased from 
198 at the previous Spring Fair, to 227. Of the foreign countries 
represented Italy (with some 146 exhibitors) succeeded France as 
the country with the largest number of firms participating. 


The fair organizers made great efforts to increase the exhibiting 
space by erecting a new four-storey building of which the ground 
floor has been completed in time for the opening. The total covered 
exhibition space was thereby increased to about 120,000 square 
metres. The exhibition has also followed the pattern of greater 
specialisation. A trend which is now noticeable at almost every 
German fair. By aiming at a higher degree of concentration within 
the various groups of exhibits that are being displayed. As a result 
the various sections of the fair were arranged in such a way that 
fancy goods, carpets, textiles, applied arts and handicrafts almost 
constituted specialised exhibitions within the framework of the fair 
itself. Apart from the categories mentioned other groups included 
musical instruments, stationery, china and glassware, furniture, 
foodstuffs, cosmetics and perfumery, toilet requisites, household 
utensils and caravans. During its five days opening some 252,000 
visitors passed through the turnstiles, about 11 per cent. of them 
coming from abroad. 


The largest group of the exhibiting U.K. firms were the eight 
carpet manufacturers. Arrangements for whose participation had 
been made by the Federation of British Carpet Manufacturers who 
also ran an Inquiry Office. Their exhibition stand was of an attractive 
and functional design. U.K. manufacturers of fancy goods and gift 
merchandise who can now be regarded as the ‘Old Guard’ of British 
participation at the Frankfurt Fair were again showing their exhibits 
at their attractively arranged stands. The recognised high quality 
of British musical instruments had once more been proven by the 
interest aroused by the stands of British exhibitors. For the first 
time a U.K. manufacturer of high quality stationery exhibited in 
Frankfurt with rewarding results. 


The British Ambassador, Sir Christopher Steel, who had come 
from Bonn to attend the opening ceremony visited the U.K 
exhibitors, accompanied by H.M. Consul General in Frankfurt 
and members of his staff. Sir Christopher welcomed the efforts 
being made by U.K. firms to promote British exports to the German 
Federal Republic and was impressed with the high standard and 
attractive presentation of the British goods on display. The results 
that have so far been reported by the U.K. exhibitors are encouraging. 
They have received numerous serious inquiries apart from the firm 
orders that have been taken. It has always been a feature of the 
Frankfurt consumer goods fairs that buyers from nearly all parts 
of the world can be met there. In particular the U.K. exhibitors of 
fancy goods and gift merchandise have found that exhibiting at this 
event provides them with an excellent opportunity of selling to 
third markets as far apart as Scandinavia and South America. The 
British carpet exhibitors have been able to strengthen their position 
in the German market and many of the new enquiries received will 
be followed up by their German agents. 


The beginning of the fair coincided with the revaluation of the 
D. Mark and led to many German exhibitors making quick re- 
calculations of their export prices. Many complained that their 
export business might be seriously affected. Foreign exhibitors 
naturally welcomed the revaluation as increasing the prospects for 
the development of their trade with the federal Republic. 

Mr. Elkan Simons, Chairman of the International Gifts and 
Fancy Good’s Fair held at Blackpool each year, said after visiting 
Frankfurt: “The Germans were impressed with the design and 
quality of our giftware products and I am confident that our export 
promotion efforts will be a great benefit in the future to many 
hundreds of British giftware firms.’

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A.S.E.E. Exhibition 
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Exports Are Key-Note of Electrical Engineering Industry’s 
£2 million Display 


HE TENTH ELECTRICAL Engineers (A.S.E.E.) 
"Exhibition, which is to be opened at Earls 

Court on Tuesday by Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister 
of State, Board of Trade, is set against the back- 
ground that 1960 showed yet a further increase in 
exports of electrical goods manufactured in Great 
Britain. The year 1959 was an export record for this 
branch of British industry, with an increase of 
£10-1 million over that of 1958, and £5-6 million 
over that of the previous record year of 1957. Last 
year exports in this field rose again to a total of 
£233-7 million, an increase of {2-4 million over 
that of 1959. 


At the exhibition, more than 470 companies will occupy an area 
of 450,000 square feet displaying the achievements of Britain’s leading 
electrical manufacturers, their latest developments and new products 
which are valued at more than {2 million. Among the visitors will be 
ambassadors, counsellors, trade commissioners and buyers from 
some 56 different countries from Austria to Arabia, and Australia to 
the Argentine, Nigeria to Nepal, Pakistan to Peru. 


The theme of this year’s show is ‘Communications,’ embodying 
telephony, signalling and transport, since transport plays a big part 
in communications between countries. In this branch the organizers 
of the exhibition, the Association of Supervising Electrical Engineers, 
have received the enthusiastic support of British Railways. 


Highlight of the British Transport Commission’s exhibit will be 
Britain’s railway level crossing barrier of the future, which is electro- 
magnetically operated. This exhibit will stand next to a section of a 
full-size switching track and the barrier can be operated by visitors 
to the exhibition. Next to the portion of track will be a length of 


1961-style platform, incorporating the latest station lighting develop- 
ments. 


Barriers Safety Feature 


The barrier is automatically operated through track relays. 
Electrical power is supplied by batteries housed in a Lineside Cabinet. 
Eight seconds before the train arrives at the crossing an electric 
two-tone gong, mounted on the barrier and audible from 300 yards, 
sounds as the boom is lowered to stop oncoming traffic. As a safety 
precaution, there is a ‘Second train coming’ sign which lights up to 
warn road users when a second train is following. Lights for this 
sign come automatically through the action of track relays in the 
Lineside Cabinet. 


In building the barrier an extensive knowledge of interlocking 
mechanisms on a wide range of products, including aircraft, has 
been applied in detail. The makers — Rotax Ltd.-— have paid par- 
ticular attention to safety features. The barrier boom is made of two 
spruce beams joined together by horizontal cross pieces. These and 
the tip of the boom carry steady red electric lights visible in both 
directions along the road but shielded from the railway track. The 
booms are covered with red and white bands of reflecting material. 
A shear pin secures the boom to its carrier, so in event of the barrier 
being hit, little damage will result to the vehicle or the unit. 


In the large display area on the first floor, British Railways will 
also show, both by means of models and actual equipment, many 
other recent developments in the electrical engineering aspects of 
railway modernization. The exhibit will include a model specially 
prepared for the exhibition of the latest overhead equipment with 
actual signal cabin controls installed to operate signalling and track- 
side electrical equipment, the cabin being built alongside a station 
platform complete with standard track. This platform will be used to 
demonstrate the latest types of station illumination, lighting standards 
and signs. The railway exhibit will not only be a display of present 








Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, 
Board of Trade, who is to open the 
exhibition on Tuesday, was trained in 
electrical engineering. Speaking last 
week about the export drive he said: 

‘Exports are news in a way they 
have not been for a long time.

Adjoining display rooms will feature the latest equipment by British 
manufacturers in this field. The G.P.O. will give a working demonstra- 
tion of how signals from a satellite are received by means of an ampli- 
fier used in conjunction with a 960 megacycle receiver for echo work. 
A static display will be made of 8 mm. circular wave guide components. 
Parametric amplifiers will also be on display to visitors. 

The United Kingdom Telex services were made fully automatic 
at the end of 1960, and the G.P.O. will give continuous ‘live’ demonstra- 
tions of the speed and efficiency of the service. Telex services will be 
provided for the use of exhibitors and visitors. 

Another G.P.O. feature will demonstrate the latest subscriber 
trunk dialling techniques, including a magnetic drum with associated 
equipment, provided by the Automatic Telephone & Electric Co. 
Ltd. Other items include new plastic type cables, lightweight sub- 
marine cables and equipment for main line transmission, demonstrat- 
ing development, maintenance and jointing techniques. 

In an exhibition of this description there is usually one dominant 
feature which the visitor notices immediately. This year’s focal point 
will be a ‘moving coil meter,’ which is claimed to be the world’s largest. 
Mounted on the first floor near the Warwick Road entrance to the 
exhibition, the meter scale measuring more than 20 ft. long will show 
the total electrical load connected during the opening hours of the 
exhibition. The total weight of the instrument movement will be 
more than 3 cwt., of which about one-tenth will be magnet. This will 
drive « 5 ft. long aluminium pointer whose indications on the scale 
will be easily readable from more than 100 yards distance. The 
instrument will register in the region of 4 MW. and the scale will 
be calibrated 0-5 MW. The movement and dial have been constructed 
by Nalder Bros. & Thompson Ltd., and a special current transformer 
will be coupled to the main intake to Earls Court from the London 
Electricity Board’s supply. 

Many of the major exhibitions staged in the United Kingdom 
feature an educational and training section.

to some 100 countries all over the world, and although export figures 
have risen considerably during the post-war years, manufacturers are 
still of the opinion that much more could be done. The potential 
demand for the smaller electrical goods — light fittings, refrigerators, 
washing machines, household equipment and many other products 
is enormous. The markets for the more advanced equipment in the 
fields of radar, television, electronics, nuclear power, are still available 
to manufacturers of such equipment-— many producers consider 
these markets to be still unexplored. An official of the A.S.E.E. 
organization commented: ‘Our exports are rising, but we could have 
done much better.’ : 


How some of the smaller British electrical goods are increasing 
their overseas sales was illustrated when in a recent speech Mr. E. G. 
Rowledge, chairman of the Domestic Refrigeration Development 
Committee, said that three years ago the manufacturers of this type 
of equipment gave an undertaking to increase their exports sub- 
stantially by 1961. ‘Last year,’ said Mr. Rowledge, ‘exports of the 
domestic refrigeration industry were over 40 per cent. above 1959, 
and more important they were the highest ever in the history of the 
industry. That is the direct result of having a substantial and growing 
home market.’ (Note: In 1955, only some 8 per cent. of British homes 
had a refrigerator. Today, that tigure has increased by 14 per cent. 
to 22 per cent.) 

Continuing, Mr. Rowledge said: “Now in 1961 we are continuing 
all out with our export drive and we will give the public at home the 
best opportunity it has ever had to choose from refrigerators of every 
kind, for every purpose and at even lower prices.’

Import Duty on Unserviceable Parachutes 


CUSTOMS NOTICE S.R.O. 298 (K) 61 published in the Gazette 
of Pakistan dated February 16, 1961, says that in exercise of the powers 
conferred by Section 23 of the Sea Customs Act, 1878, and in super- 
session of S.R.O. 1560 (K), dated November 15, 1960 (see Board of 
Trade Journal dated January 13, 1961), the Central Government is 
pleased to exempt with effect from July 1, 1960, unserviceable para- 
chutes of silk or of man-made fibres falling under heading No. 88.04 B 
of the First Schedule to the Tariff Act 1934, imported into Pakistan, 
from so much of the customs duties leviable thereon as are in excess of 
150 per cent. ad valorem. 


Import Trade Control Regulations 


THE UNITED KINGDOM Trade Commissioner in Karachi has 
reported by cable that the Pakistan Government announced on March 
8, 1961, that eleven items would be subject to new import licensing 
procedure described as Open General Licensing. 


Any trader who is a resident national and is not a categorized 
importer may apply to be registered as an importer of any one of these 
eleven items and will be issued an initial licence for the item concerned 
for a value expressed in rupees. A rate in rupees for each item (except 
one) has been specified. If the importer can ‘show a reasonable 
export performance’ he may obtain a licence for 25 per cent. greater 
value than the specified rate. 


Individuals who wish to import any of the eleven items for their 
personal use may obtain a licence up to the specified rate without 
need to be registered as an importer. 


After initial licences have been issued, repeat licences would be 
granted as under existing general automatic licensing procedure. 
This general procedure is now modified in one respect. Repeat 
licences can in future be obtained on production of bills of lading for 
75 per cent. or more (and not only for full amount as previously) of 
value of earlier licence.

Import of Flick Knives, etc., Prohibited 


THE IMPORT PROHIBITION (Flick Knives) Proclamation, 1960, 
with effect from December 28, 1960, prohibits the importation into 
Jamaica of flick knives, flick guns and gravity knives as described 
below : 

(a) any knife which has a blade which opens automatically by hand 
pressure applied to a button, spring or other device in or 
attached to the handle of the knife, sometimes known as a 
‘flick knife’ or ‘flick gun’; or

CUBA 


Ministry of Foreign Trade 


A notice published in the Board of Trade Journal on March 10, 
1961 (page 599) gave information, inter alia, about the creation of the 
Cuban Ministry of Foreign Trade. 


Her Majesty’s Embassy in Havana reports that the functions of 
the Ministry, as defined in the first part of the Law No. 934 under which 
it was created, will consist of the planning and direct control of all 
import and export transactions and all commercial relations with 
foreign countries. The Ministry is empowered to appoint repre- 
sentatives overseas and set up a Commercial Information service. 
All foreign trade will be on the basis of a series of plans which will 
be drawn up in conformity with the general plans of the Central 
Plannning Board. The actual business of importing and exp«rting 
which hitherto has been the business of the Cuban Bank for Foxcign 
Trade (B.A.N.C.E.C.), will be carried out by special foreign icade 
enterprises which the Ministry is empowered to create under the Law. 
The nature of these enterprises is not defined in the Law itself, but 
on March 1, 1961, the new Ministry produced its first three Resolu- 
tions (Nos. 1, 2 and 3) creating three new institutions to be known as 
the Cuban Export Enterprise (Empresa Cubana de Exportacion), 
the Cuban Import Enterprise (Empresa Cubana de Importacion) and 
the Cuban Enterprise for Traffic and Freight (Empresa Cubana de 
Trafico y Flete). These enterprises are juridically independent and 
each has an initial capital of Peso’s $300,000. They will operate 
independently of the Ministry of Foreign Trade and the State will not 
be responsible for obligations contracted by them. 


The Ministry of Foreign Trade will also take over the present 
Customs administration, and all taxes, duties, etc., previously levied 
by them are abolished at least in so far as the special enterprises 
mentioned above are concerned. As the special enterprises will have 
a monopoly in foreign trade this will apply to almost all foreign trade 
transactions, although it is possible that the previous customs regula- 
tions will still apply to the small amount of goods which may be 
imported privately.

GIBRALTAR 


Import Licensing Regulations 


THE SUPPLEMENT to the Gibraltar Gazette No. 683 of December 
16, 1960, contains a copy of the Imports and Exports (Control) 
Regulations, 1960, which revokes the existing Import Restrictions 
(Leave and Licence) Order, 1959. The Imports and Exports (Control) 
Regulations, 1960, is an Open General Licence for goods of United 
Kingdom origin, and incorporates the list of exceptions given in the 
previous Order, which was published in the Board of Trade Fourral 
on May 22, 1959 (page 1222) and further amended on February 26, 
1960. 


The list of goods of United Kingdom origin which require specific 
import licences under the (Control) Regulations, 1960, is: 

Butter; flour; frozen meat; edible cooking oil; lard; margarine; 
milk (tinned); sugar; Diamonds and other precious stones mounted 
or otherwise; gold bullion, fully and semi-manufactured gold, including 
jewellery containing gold; potatoes. 

A prohibited import under the above Regulations is a ‘flick knife’ 
or ‘flick gun’ or ‘gravity knife,’ also published in the Beard of Trade 
Journal on October 2, 1959, under the previous Order, and is des- 
cribed as: 

(1) Any knife which has a blade which opens automatically by hand 
pressure applied to a button, spring or other device in or attached to 
the handle of the knife, sometimes known as a ‘flick knife’ or ‘flick gun.’ 

(2) Any knife which has a blade which is released from the handle 
or sheath thereof by the force of gravity or the application of centri- 
fugal force and which, when released, is locked in place by means of a 


button, spring, lever or other device, sometimes known as a ‘gravity 
knife.’ 


BELGIUM 


Labelling Requirements of Fruit and 
Vegetable Preserves 


A BELGIAN Royal Decree, dated December 30, 1960 (Moniteur 
Belge of February 3, 1961), modifies the Regent’s Decree of May 15, 
1945, concerning the labelling requirements of fruit and vegetable 
preserves. 


The effect of the recent Decree is to dispense with the obligation to 
indicate the percentage of the sugar content on the label of containers 
of fruit and vegetable preserves when the immersion liquid used is 
composed of a sugar solution.

Importation of Animals Order, 
1961 
THE MINISTER for Agriculture in the Irish Republic has made an 
Order entitled the Foot-and-Mouth Disease (Importation of Animals) 
Order, 1961. The effect of the Order which came into operation on 
March 6, is to prohibit the importation, except under licence, of all 


four-footed animals from Great Britain, the Channel Islands, the 
Isle of Man and the Continent of Europe. 


Licences will not be given until further notice for the importation 
of cats and dogs from these areas. 


The notice published in the Board of Trade Journal of February 17, 
1961, page 421, is hereby cancelled.

IRAN 


Import Regulations 


HER MAJESTYS EMBASSY in Tehran has reported that the Central 
Bank of Iran announced on March 5 that, as from March 21, 1961, 
all imports, apart from the following list of essential goods, must be 
paid for by letter of credit: 


Industrial and agricultural machinery and spare parts. 
Drugs and patent medicines. 


Chemicals and industrial dyestuffs for local factories. 
Natural and raw rubber. 

Chemical fertilizers and pesticides. 

Trucks, vans and buses. 

Plastic materials. 

Synthetic fibres and yarns for local factories. 

Raw wool and woollen yarn. 

Metal sheets and ingots, etc., for factories. 

Hides. 

Newsprint and writing paper. 


Although payment by bill or sight draft is permitted, importers 
who open a letter of credit for goods on the list above will have to 
deposit at least 40 per cent., except in the case of agricultural machinery 
for which the minimum deposit will be 25 per cent. 


There is a secondary list of twenty-one less essential items, of 
which details will be published as soon as available, for which the 
minimum deposit when opening letters of credit will be 40 per cent. 

All goods not in the two lists are regarded as non-essential and the 
minimum deposit for letters of credit will be 70 per cent. 

Goods imported on bills of lading dated before April 5 are exempt 
from the new regulations, but no foreign exchange will be made avail- 
able by the Central Bank for goods not on the first list which are shipped 
on or after that date unless they are paid for by letter of credit.

fourteen groups of commodities. At that time it was understood that 
all the commodities specified could also be imported from other 
countries when payment would be made out of Iranian foreign ex- 
change resources, and the transactions would not be subject to 
1.C.A. regulations. 


It is now known that truck tyres, and spare parts for motor 
vehicles may still be imported into Iran from the United Kingdom 
only under the regulations governing expenditure from the $30-75 
million allocation granted to Iran by the I.C.A. Authorities in 
December 1959. For these two groups of imports, the final con- 
tracting date under the I.C.A. scheme was January 31, 1961, and 
the final date of payment will be April 30, 1961. 


The position regarding the import into Iran of the remaining 
commodities listed in the notice mentioned in paragraph one above 
remains as given in that notice.

As far as items (1) and (2) are concerned the notice merely regulates 
an existing situation, since for some time the authorities have not 
allowed the import of these two items.
